1. IN RESPONSE TO YOUR INQUIRY, WE HAVE LEARNED THAT THE 
PRESS ANNOUNCEMENT OF THAI CONSUL GENERAL IN HONG KONG, 
THALOENGCHAI CHATPRASOET'S (THALERNGCHAI CHARTPRASERT) 
APPOINTMENT TO PHNOM PENH IS PREMATURE. THE CABINET 

HAS APPROVED THALOENGCHAI'S APPOINTMENT. AND SUBMITTED 
HIS NAME TO THE KING. THE KING HAS NOT YET SIGNED THE 
ORDERS. THE RTG HAS NOT YET SUBMITTED THALOENGCHAI'S 
NAME TO THE GKR FOR AGREMENT. 

2. IN VIEW OF THE ABOVE, I AM AFRAID IT WILL BE SEVERAL 
WEEKS TO A MONTH OR MORE BEFORE THALOENGCHAI EVER 
REACHES PHNOM PENH. I BELIEVE, HOWEVER, THAT MY 
RAISING THE SUBJECT WITH THE FOREIGN MINISTRY WOULD 
NOT IN ANY WAY HASTEN THE PROCESS, AND MIGHT APPEAR 
MEDDLESOME. 

3. IF I HAVE A CHANCE, I WILL RAISE THE SUBJECT VERBALLY 

WITH FOREIGN MINISTER CHARUNPHAN ITSARANGKUN NA AYUTTHAYA, 
AND PERHAPS SUGGEST THAT THE RTG MAKE NOISES TO THE EFFECT 
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THAT THE CURRENT AMBASSADORIAL HIATUS IN PHNOM PENH IS IN 
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NO WAY INTENDED TO IMPLY DIMINUTION OF THEIR DIPLOMATIC 
REPRESENTATION.
